Winter Project (Part I1) 
de NOUVR Dave Kurth 


[Looking for a winter project? With the cold weather 
upon us, this may be the project for you. Hopefully you 
can do this before the fox hunting season starts up again. 
This is a reprint of an article by Dave Kurth NOUVR for 
building an attenuator that can be used for fox hunting. 
Part I appeared in the December 2000 ©-Beat. ] 

The first step is to use a 
Pi section. This circuit 
has three resistors 
connected in a 
configuration that looks 
like the Greek letter 7 
(pi). Two resistors are 
the same (shown as R;) 
and the third resistor is labeled R. A rough diagram is 
shown in Figure 1. There are two resistor values to 
calculate, and two equations to satisfy. The first 
requirement is the amount of attenuation we want in the 
section. The second requirement is the impedance 
looking into the atteunator be the same as the load 
impedance on the output of the section. Doing a lot of 
algebra, we get the following equations:

where G is the gain (which is less than | for attenuation) 
and Z, is the desired impedance. We all use radios 
designed for 50 ohm impedance, so Z, is 50. The last step 
is to determine the gain G we want. An attenuation of 

5 dB (actually a gain of -5 dB) can be related to voltage 
by the following formula: 


dB = 20 log ( Vour/ Vin ) 
The voltage out divided by the voltage in is gain G in our 
case. By rearranging and substituting, you get: 
G = 10 (8/2) 


Using this information the following table can be 
calculated:

You are going to have real trouble finding a 178.49 ohm 
resistor! If you get out a table of the standard 5% % watt 
resistors you come up with the following values. 
(Formulas for Z, and G in terms or R1 and R2 are shown 
at the end of the article:

You notice that the resulting impedance and attenuation 
factors are not quite correct. The impedance mismatch is 
well below an SWR or 1.1:1. So there’s no problem here. 
The attenuation factors are close, and since we only want 
to get the received signal in the middle of our S-meter 
range, who cares if the attenuation is 25 dB or 24.63 dB? 
We don’t need a precision attenuator, so the above values 
will work with no problem.

I built my attenuator using double-sided printed circuit 
board. It was convenient because I have the tools to cut it, 
and a soldering iron and solder allowed me to solder the 
sides together to make a box that is mechanically sound 
and shielded at the same time. Also, since the box is 
ground, I soldered the GND end of the resistors directly to 
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the copper board. Since this attenuator is operating at 
VHF, you want to keep lead lengths as short as possible. 
If you don’t want to use printed circuit board you can buy 
a project box at Radio Shack that is either plastic or 
aluminum. Aluminum, or course, would be a better RF 
shield. In either case, you could lay strips of printed 
circuit board inside the box, and solder all the R; resistors 
(see below) to it. 


After locating the proper resistors, you’ ll need to get four 
double-pole, double-throw switches. You can use either 
slide switches or the toggle switches. Each section is 
built similar to the diagram in Figure 2. 


Each section is connected to the next section in a serial 
fashion. In looking at the Hewlett-Packard attenuator, 
they isolated each section from other sections by passing 
the output of one section through a wall between the 
sections to the input of the next section. I did use another 
piece of copper circuit board to make a wall between each 
section. The wall has a hold in the middle of it and the 
wire from one section passed through the hold to the input 
of the next section. The resulting attenuator then looks 
likes Figure 3. 


Operating the Attenuator 


When the switch is in the UP position, that section is IN. 
When the switch is in the DOWN position that section is 
bypassed and the signal is passed through. Since the 
amount of attenuation simply adds when expressed in dB, 
you simply add the sections that are IN to arrive at the 
total attenuation. If you have the 5, 10, and 30 dB 
sections IN, then you have 45 dB of attenuation. 


You’ ll see that because of the symmetry of the circuit the 
attenuation and operation are the same if the radio is 
connected to the left side and the antenna is on the right, 
or the other way around. So it doesn’t matter which way 
you connect it between your antenna and radio. 


You’ ll also note that the resistors used are only 4 watt. 
So unless you want black resistors and lots of smoke, 
DON’T TRANSMIT through the attenuator with 5, 1, or 
even ¥2 watt. Of course, if you bypass all the sections by 
sliding all switches in the DOWN position you can 
transmit through the box without damaging the resistors. 
However, Murphy’s Law says that sooner or later you’ Il 
forget and leave a section IN. If you then transmit, 
POOF, you'll get smoke! 


During a fox hunt set all the switches off. Swing your 
beam until you can hear a signal. If the signal is full scale 
on the S-meter switch in the 20 dB section. If the signal 
disappears, turn off the 20 dB section and switch in the 

10 dB. You just continue either adding or subtracting 
attenuation until you get the signal near the halfway point 
of your S-meter. Swing your beam back and forth until 


you find the direction of the strongest signal. That’s the 
direction to your fox! You can then make note of the total 
attenuation and head in the fox’s direction to take your 
next bearing. You should find that more attenuation is 
necessary as you get closer to the fox. If it stays the same 
or actually gets less, you have a problem. You are either 
going the wrong way, you’ve gotten behind a hill or other 
obstruction, or you may be chasing a reflection off the 
foothills or a mountain. But that’s another story for 
another day. 


Build your attenuator, get your beam and radio, and come 
try a fox hunt. It’s a lot of fun, and a good learning 
experience.

Traffic Tutorial (Pt VI)

Finally, here are the awards, certificates and appointments 
that can be earned by those involved in traffic handling. 
The most traditional award sought by the “real” 
traffickers is the BRASS POUNDERS LEAGUE (BPL) 
Award. The BPL is open to any amateur who reports a 
total of 500 or more message points to their Section 
Manager or Section Traffic Manager in any one calendar 
month; or 100 or more message originations or deliveries 
on behalf of a third party. (In counting your monthly 
message total, the same message can be counted twice if 
you received it and sent (relayed) it on to another station, 
or received and delivered it to a third party.) Another 
popular form of recognition is the Public Service Honor 
Rule (PSHR) listing every month in QST. There are 
eight categories of points for PSHR and if your monthly 
points total 70 or more, your call will be included in the 
monthly QST PSHR listing. Checking into nets, serving 
as Net Manager, participating in public service events, 
performing net control or liaison functions are some of the 
point catagories. You can review these categories in the 
Public Service section in QST and if you feel you qualify, 
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submit your monthly traffic and PSHR report on ARRL 
Form FSD-210 to your Section Traffic Manager (K@TER 
for Colorado), or report by radio message or e-mail. For 
National Traffic System net participation, there is a 
Section Net Certificate issued by the Section Net 
Manager; Regional and Area Net Certificates issued by 
the respective NTS Net Managers. For those serving as 
NTS Region or Area Net Managers, special certificates 
are issued by the ARRL Field Services Manager. 


The ARRL Section Manager encourages active amateurs 
involved in traffic or public service communications such 
as ARES/ RACES and who are ARRL members to apply 
for an appointment as OFFI CIAL RELAY STATION 
(ORS) or OFFI Cl AL EMERGENCY STATION (OES). 
Application for these appointments can be made by 
contacting your Section Manager (see page 12 of QST). 


As you can see, traffic handling is not only fun and serves 
the public, but it can be rewarding also.

If you’re an ARRL member, you no doubt have 
received a letter from David Sumner K1ZZ regarding 
planning for the next World Radiocommunication 
Conference (WRC) in 2003. WRC is held every two 
or three years by the International 
Telecommunications Union to discuss and decide 
issues of international importance and most 
specifically worldwide radio spectrum allocations. 
US Amateur Radio is always represented at these 
conferences by the American Radio Relay League 
(ARRL). There has been a consistent drive by other 
communication services for more and more 
allocations with much of it coming from the amateur 
radio spectrum. On the agenda for WRC-2003 is a 
realignment of the 40 mtr allocations. If you've tried 
to work the 40 mtr band at night, you know how 
difficult it is to work around the many broadcast 
stations on that band. The ARRL is building a case 
for a worldwide, EXCLUSIVE, 300 kHz amateur 
radio band on 7 MHz. Oh, and by the way, HF 
broadcasters may well seek the upper end of the 75 
mtr band to expand their frequency allocations. 
Additionally, the low-Earth-orbit mobile satellites 
(the so-called Little LEOs) services are going strong 
for access to frequencies around 450 MHz as are 
Earth exploration scientists. Here again the ARRL is

Some pesky viruses will take an innocent file 
extension and append a VBS on to it (e.g., 
filename.jpg.vbs) so it looks like a picture, but in fact 
it’s a Visual Basic script. Danger! This one in 
particular found a valid e-mail that had been sent 
before, and attached itself to the e-mail. It looked 
innocent enough, but it only takes a quick look to 
discover that an attachment called NAVIDAD.EXE is 
not related to a public service event.
